ptizing to us; that we may partake of an hap- 
py Change by Death, and that we may pre- 
vent our having any ſhare in that miſerable in- 
vifible Change, that ſhall then come upon all 
wicked Men. It appears that Death will be 
the King of Terrots.to Men, if they have 
any juſt Conſiderat ion of it, if they are not 
ready u hen it comes. It will bring feartul 
Aſtoniſhment along with it. For you ſee it 
wlll at laſt trip us of all, all our Comforts, all 
our Pleatures, all our Enjoyments ; and that will 
be terrible it ſelf, if we have not good and well 
-grounded hopes of ſomething better to enſue ; 
and it will be much more fo with the Addition 
of that miſery and torment, that will be the 
Portion of thoſe, that are alienated from God.
